Has Exceeded ’55 
Income In County 

Morgan county’s cash income 
from the 1956 burley tobacco 
crop reached $1,729,314.91 this 
week as tobacco checks trickled 
in from late sales. 

The $1,729,314.91 income is 
based on 2,916 checks that have 
cleared through the Commercial 
Bank here since the opening of 
sales in November to Thursday of 
this week. 

During the same period last 
year the income was $1,579,654.05 
from 2,796 checks. And for the 
same period of the 1954-55 sales 
season the total was $2,223,320.53 
from 3,111 checks. 

Income this year is running 
$149,659.86 above the same time 
last year but is $494,005.62 less 
than for the same time two years 
ago.

Many Farmers Are 
Eligible For Social 
Security, Is View 


Many farmers may be eligible 
for social security benefits, Rob¬ 
ert A. Flynn, district manager of 
the Ashland Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration, announced today. If 
a farmer is 65 years of age or 
older and has reported his self- 
employment income for the years 
of 1955 and 1956 he now may be 
eligible for benefits if he applies. 

Mr. Flynn would like to point 
out that many farmers may wait 
until April 1957 to apply and still 
be entitled to full benefits which 
may begin as early as April 1956. 
An application for social security 
benefits may be retroactive for 12 
full months. Since the first month 
of entitlement for farm operators 
generally speaking is April 1956. 
a farmer may wait until April 
1957 to apply without suffering a 
loss. This may allow farm oper¬ 
ators to avoid waiting for long 
periods or during inclement 
weather at the contact station. 

The social security representa¬ 
tive is not allowed to prepare tax 
returns. Tax returns should be 
filed with the Bureau of Internal 


j Revenue, Louisville, Ky„ before 
| the farm owner applies for social 
security payments. 

If you are a farmer these points 
should be kept in mind: (1) If 
you were 65 on or before April 1, 
*1955; and (2) if your net profit 
; was $400 or more in 1955 and 
j 1956 and tax returns have been 
j filed; (3) your net profit is not 
more than $1200 each year from 
the operation of your farm—you 
may be eligible for monthly so¬ 
cial security benefits beginning 
with April 1956 provided you file 
an application.

the chief problems faced by peo¬ 
ple living in the Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky mountains today, the Rev. 
Robert G. McClure yesterday told 
the Lexington Kiwanis Club. 

In a speech on “The Future of 
the Mountains” at the Lafayette 
Hotel luncheon, the directors of 
the Kentucky Presbyterian Child 
Welfare Agency described moun¬ 
tain people as conservative, cau¬ 
tious, clanish and competitive. 

These people are faced with an 
average education of fourth or 
fifth grade plus, few roads and 
telephones, poor farm production 
and very little helpful attention. 

Dr. McClure pointed out luat 
mountain families average six to 
seven and explained that disin¬ 
tegration of this close family 
grouping primarily has been 
brought about by the movement 
of individuals into metropolitan 
areas.

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Social Security Law Changes 
Expected to Benefit Farmers 


The U.S. Congress has made 
several important changes in the 
Social Security law in 1950 as it 
affects farmers says John Bon- 
dnrant, UK Agricultural Experi¬ 
ment Station economist. 

Some of the changes which af¬ 
fect Kentucky farmers are: 

Farmers whose gross income 
from farming is not more than 
gl,800 can report as net income 
from self-employment either their 
actual net earnings or two-thirds 
of their gross income, provided 
tfae net income by either method 
amounts to $400 or more. Farm¬ 
ers who gross more than $1,800 
bat have net earnings of less 
than $1,200 may use either their 
actual net earnings or $1,200 in 
figuring their Social Security 
tax; 

Farm owners who cash-rent or 
ahare-rent their farm land to 
others are now covered by So¬ 
cial Security, provided the own¬ 
ers “participate materially” in 
the management of the farm land 
or in the annual work and ex¬ 
pense of crop and livestock pro¬ 
duction; 

Soil Bank payments generally 
are considered as farm income in 
payment of Social Security taxes. 
However, if a land owner does 
not participate materially in the 


farm business, manage, or work 
on the farm, the Soil Bank pay¬ 
ments would not be included as 
self-emproyed income in figuring 
Social Security tax payments. 

Changes effective Jan. 1 are: 

Women, age 62, whether eligible 
for Social Security benefits from 
self-empioyment, as a wife, or as 
a survivor of a self-employed 
person, may now qualify for bene¬ 
fit payments at age 62 instead of 
age 65. 

Benefits from disability insur¬ 
ance will be payable to insured 
persons between the ages of 50 
and 65, who are totally disabled 
and who meet the other require¬ 
ments for such payment, effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1957. 

The Social Security tax rate 
has been increased to two and 
one-fourth percent each for em¬ 
ployees and employers, and to 
three and three-eighths percent 
for self-employed persons, begin¬ 
ning Jan. 1. The incerase is to 
be set aside in a separate Dis¬ 
ability Trust Fund.
